THE OOVVICHAN KXHIBITION. 

Successful Inauguratluii of the New Agricul- 
tural Hall -Splendid Kihlbltlou of 
Fruits, Vegetahlesi Knots, Etc. 

The weather yostolday was all that 
could bo desired and .« largo number of 
citizens availed themselves of tho chtsuji 
fare over the Island railway to visit the 
i venty-lifili an until exhibition of thoCow- 
iehan ilistricl ai;iiciill.ura] exhibition at 
Duncan's station. The band of "U" 
Hutlery nuo*ui|Miuied tho excursionists, 
whoso nuinber was ndduil to at the vari- 
ous way stations, and every available 
place on the train was occupied. Dun- 
can's was reached at eleven o'clock. The 
train from Niinaiiiio also brought a large 
number of passengers, and when visitors 
from all quarters were on the grounds 
there was probably an attendance ol be- 
tween six and seven hundred, among 
I hem being a largo sprinkling uf the fair 
sex. 

A tract of live acres has been purchased 
by tho society adjacent to the railway 
station u id. enclosed in a fence. Tho 
main building is tho only one (but has 
so fur been constructed, and this wasonly 
completed nt an early hour yesterday 
morning. It is divided into olio 
laiye hall, with raised platform at 
the rear end, .'11111 two rooms 
mi either side jutting out from the build- 
ing. The ground has boon partially 
cleared of stumps and underbrush, but 
the society have done wonders since they 
look hold of the work. As in previous 
years at Maple Hay, the chief attraction 
ol the exhibition was contained in the 
building, the display of stock being poor, 
though this is accounted for by the fact 
that It was found impossible to erect 
sheds tu receive the animals. The splen- 
did showing of fruit, vegetables and roots, 
however, won the admiration of all pres- 
ent. The apples and pears of Messrs. 
VVelburn, Louias, II. Fry, sr., Roberts 
and others proves that the district is cap- 
able of glowing these and other fruits to 
perfection. The peaches, plums, quinces, 
melons, citrons, etc., were good, while ill 
a display of variegated fruits in a case by 
Rev. (father Jonckelo, there were two 
varieties of grapes, which would wit hout 
doubt be admirable for wine-making. 
The Bartlett pears which took first, prize 
wore grown, strange lo say, on a heavy 
black loam four feet deep, with strata of 
clay underneath. They were of line ap- 
pearance and delicious flavor. The veg- 
etable and root exhibits attracted a great 
deal of attention from their un- 
usual excellence. Ill early and late 
potatoes there were no less than 
lifty entries, and it must have been a 
judge of line discernment who could 
select the best from so great a number of 
lino tubers. The samples of butter en- 
tered were few, but all of tine quality. 

M. W. Wailt iS Co. and Mr. ti. 
Peters each had a tine exhibit of pianos 
and organs, and at various times during 
the day the proceedings were enlivened 
hy choice selections, played by various 
pianists. 

J. R. Mackenzie had a folding-up lever 
saw in the grounds, the uses of which he 
demonstrated. By il the largest log can 
be readily sawed through by one man. 

The display of stock was limited. The 
draught stallions of Henry Simpson, 
Saanich, deservedly secured first place. 
Mr. Shopland, of Koul Bay, took a couple 
of first prizes for thorough bred cattle.

Many farmers on account of tho 
want of oxan aro obliged to allow their 
holds to remain unfilled. 

Heavy rains prevailed in Japan, and 
several rivers overflowed, inundating tho 
surrounding country. Many houses wore 
swept away. Numbers of persons were 
drowned, and tho missing is over one 
hundred. 

Foocbow was visited by a terrible 
typhoon ill thu latter part of August, and 
scarcely a house escaped its fury. The 
loss of life, both on shore and on the 
river was great, and tho shipping disasters 
were immense.

Said the gentleman: "The<ierii.itn chan- 
cellor does not mind executing very sud- 
den and abrupt evolutions if they suit his 
inonetery purpose, but as an ally of thu 
Italian government, ami is a personal friend 
of Mr. Urispi, he cannot well bo expected 
to adopt ultra mimtam ideas ol his old 
antagonist. Dr. Windthorst. the ex- 
Haiiovorian minister, who still harps nu 
tho return of the (luelphie house, ol 
curse always by peaceful means. M. 
Clispi, not so very loug ago said in the 
Italian parliament, amidst enthusiastic 
applause, Italy belongs lo herself, and 
she has only one chief, tho kins,'. It is 
simply absurd to imagine, and Ur. Wind- 
thorst and the Bishop of Fulda know this 
as wull as anybody else, that the Italian 
nation will ever allow the restoration of 
tho temporal sovereignity *f the Pope, 
unless forced to it, by foreign powers 
through a war in which Italy would be 
hopelessly defeated. On its part, the 
German government does not dream of 
converting friends into enemies by dab- 
bling in 

PA PAL RESTORATION SCHEMES. 

A fact little known now may here be 
stated. At the outbreak of the war made 
by Napoleon Third against Germany it 
was nearly a toss up at the court of Vic- 
tor Emanuel whether the Italian army 
should make common cause with France. 
Prince Napoleon, son-in-law of the King, 
by a journey to Florence exerted himself 
in this direction. At Berlin tho informa- 
tion obtained was that the King had con- 
ditionally given his assent. In this criti- 
cal situation a group of (Jerinan patriots, 
some of them in contact with Bismarck, 
and otliors belonging to the democratic or 
radical party, bethought themselves of a 
diversion which would so occupy the Flor- 
entine government as to prevent it from 
giving any aid to France. It was re- 
solved at Berlin to enter into rela- 
tions with the Italian party of ac- 
tion, and to induce it to make 
a rush upon Rome. The question was 
whether Garibaldi or Mazzini should first 
bo approached, there being between them 
much rivalry and jealousy. Through the 
medium of a well-known democratic wri- 
ter at Berlin, a German exile who for 
many years had been connected by friend- 
ship with both Ma/.zini and Garibaldi, was 
asked to conduct tho necessary uegotia- 
tiationa. Anns and money were in readi- 
ness. Mazzilli, being first approached, at 
onco promised his fullest co-operation. 
Moanwhile, the first great victories were 
gained by Germany. The Italian govern- 
ment uo longer thought of any 

ALLIANCE WITH FRANCE, 

and the plan in question was dropped, 
Mazzini meanwhile having been arrested 
on Italian soil. From this it will be seen 
how far the Germau government were 
ready to go when tho safely and depend- 
ence of their own country was at sitike. 
Since tho advent ef King Humbert, all 
pro-French leanings were banished from 
the Italian court. This fact made an im- 
pression upon Victor Emanuel, but in a 
far higher degree upon his sou, who has 
come to a thorough understanding with 
Germany, The two countries are now 
tirmly united. Willing as it is to show 
any amount of ceremonious politeness to 
the Pope, the Berlin government has not 
the slightest intention of favoring his pol- 
tical aspiration. The mere attempt to do 
so would break up an alliance which con- 
tributes to the maintenance of the peace 
of Europe. 

Bismarck's report to Emperor William 
respecting the recently published extracts 
from Emperor Frederick's diary, especi- 
ally that portion wherein the German 
chancellor says the Crown Prince Freder- 
ick did not share ill the discussions of the 
more intimate quest ions of the policy of 
the late Emperor William and himself, is 
severely commented upon by a number of 
tho oldest students of German history, 
and by all German liberal newspapers. 
It is only necessary, they say, to recall 
a few well-known facts to show that Bis- 
marck's assertions must be taken with a 
considerable sprinkling of salt. Frede- 
rick Third and Bismarck have always had 
in common an aspiration for German 
unity, which was realized in the late Em- 
peror William's reign. But confidence in 
tho people and acceptance of existing con- 
stitutional limitations which were pro- 
claimed ill Emperor Frederick's reign, 
while representing his life long convic- 
tions, have never at any lime accorded 
with Bismarck's ideas. Hence, in ques- 
tions of homo affairs 

BISMAIICK RARELY CONSULTED 

with Fredrick. Bismarck began his career 
as a reactionary conservative. In 'one of 
his earlier speeches be referred to conces- 
sions that were made by King Federick 
William Fourth to the popular movement 
f the times in the remarkable words that 
'the crown itself has thrown earth on its 
own coffin." He Mas himself the leading 
spirit of that conflict with parliament 
which occupied the earlier years of the 
Into Emperor William's reign. His con- 
duct toward the liberal opposition, for 
several years [last, cannot be more ac- 
curately described than that of a man 
who believed, or professed Lo believe that 
all whoso opinions differed from his own 
wore traitors. He has crushed and de- 
graded as much as he could the Geriiiari 
parliament and the parliamentary consti- 
tution of this empire. In all this he was 
moving counter io tho dearest wishes of 
Crown Prince Frederick. In lHOli, speak 
ing to a French journalist, Count Bis 
Ui.irck described Frederick as by ten- 
dency and education the mail of parlia- 
mentary government. Although Bismarck 
did not discuss such questions with 
Frederick, tho. chancellor knew 
that the late Emperor William fre- 
quently sought tho counsels of his 
son. Frederick saw through tho fallacies 
that have led to many of the internal 
troubles of Germany, Ho disapproved of 



I hat policy of commercial war which Bis- 
marck accepted from his conservative 
friends, and ho was too large minded to 
approve of the detestable system by which 
the German chancellor had tried to crush 
out of existence those 

POLITICAL KRKK THINKERS 
who have for years been his only critics ; 
but on many important occasions the 
chancellor received in the conduct of the 
foreign policy with which he is peculiarly 
identified, the powerful and generous sup- 
port of Crown Prince Frederick. When 
the conflict with Austria came to a bead, 
Frederiok even sooner than his father 
saw the truth of Bismarck's view 
that the disputes must be settled with 
blood and iron. It was to Frederick's ar- 
guments that Emperor William's decision 
iu the mutter was due, the result of which 
made it impossible to defeat France and 
bring about that unify with Germany 
which King William effected, and for 
which the Emperor gives Bismarck credit; 
hut it, was, in fact, all idea kept alive and 
nourished between 1818 and 181111, mainly 
by those whoso political complexion was 
liberal. Tho early liberals undoubtedly 
created tho spiritual atmosphere from 
which Bismarck's policy was drawn. 

Sir Francis DeWinton, president of tin 
Emill Hey relief commission, says furthei 
reports this week from Khartoum have 
convinced him that Oapt.

AN EXTENSIVE MAHOMEDAN REVIVAL, 
a temporary relaxation of autboralive 
altitude of European civilization, and a 
strange recrudescence of barbaric forco. 
The Mnhomedan movement has long been 
in progress. Nearly ten years ago a re- 
ligious revival was propagated by a 
society which had its branches in every 
tribe and every oasis from the borders of 
Morocco to the valley of thu Nilo. The 
beginning of the movement in Kordofan, 
which culminated in the rise of the Mahdi, 
were attributed to an impulse due to thia 
general propaganda. Tho conflict 
between this inovenioiit and the 
orderly forces of civilization, which 
ended in the establishment of tho 
Mnhdi at Khartoum, revealed in tho 
natives of the Soudan an energy and fer- 
ocity which were absolutely new and 
about tho same time the English govern- 
ment ceased to maintain it anti-slavery 
blockade of tho east coast. The whole 
interior of Africa, from tho Zambesi to 
Dongola, and from the Benuo to Lako 
Nyassi, is now in a state of disturbance. 
The fearful nature of the ravages carried 
on by tho representatives of this new 
plague, whether they are regarded as 
Mnhomedan fanatics or merely as slave 
traders, is illustrated from a variety of 
sources, but no one has described the 
Mahotuedan movement better than Stan- 
ley himself, who had a lively anticipation, 
more than onco expressed, in the course 
uf 1885, of this fiery advance of Mahom- 
cdans. It is in this terrible wave of fan- 
aticism and brutality that Stanley is How 
submerged.

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CAPITAL AND LABOR, 

Capital and labor are in those days as 
necessary to on'cli other as the right hand 
is to the left. Capital needs labor no less 
than labor, to produce the host results, 
needs capital. There sin mid be the 
closest and most cordial alliance between 
the capitalist and the laborer for they are 
mutually helpful. It is not ditlicult for 
anyone who takes the trouble to think to 
see that this is the ease. What would 
the world's armies of industry do without 
the sinews of war ? A country, ve will 
suppose has great natural resources. There 
may he vast mineral wealth in its rocks, 
its seas may teem with fish, it may have 
great manufacturing capabilities, its soil 
may he capable of yielding abundant 
crops, yet. for the want of capital it may 
remain poor and undeveloped. Capital is 
required to dig its mines, to prosecute its 
fisheries, to build its factories, to till its 
sod and to afford the fanner the necessary 
facilities to take the fruits of his 
industry to the markets of the world. 
If men had not saved, if no one had any- 
thing inure than his capacity to labor to 
begin with, the progress of the country 
would he very slow indeed. Its inhabit- 
ants would for a long t ime remain miser- 
ably poor, living from hand to mouth, 
and they would he compelled to endure 
much hardship. It. is diflieult to imagine 
such a state of things as this, for in these 
daj's and in civilized lands there is always 
money to he hail to start new enterprises 
from which a reasonable return may be 
expected. If a mine is to be opened the 
man who has only his muscles to depend 
upon may know that the mineral is under 
his feel hut having no means to support 
hint until lie strikes it, and nothing to 
give his fellow laborers for the assistance 
he needs, the wealth of mineral under the 
ground is of no use to him or to the 
world, lint flic capitalist makes things 
easy for him. Lielieving that there is a 
chance of employing his capital to advan- 
tage, he commences to sink the shaft, giv- 
ing the miner work ami wages at once, 
lie takes all the risk. If the vein is not 
found or is not workable when found, the 
laboring man loses nothing and the capi- 
talist, everything. If I he venture turn 
out well then there is work created for 
the original workingmeii and many 
more workingmeii. By the successful 
use of capital a happy, thriving, 
busy community is formed where before 
all was desolation and barrenness. With- 
out the application of capital the place 
would have continued in its original slate 
of unproductiveness until the end of time. 
Capital, loo, is required to construct rail- 
roads and to operate thorn, and to build 
ships and sail them in order that the men 
who labor in the mines may have the op- 
portunity of earning an honest living. All 
these workers in the mines, oil the rail- 
roads, in the ships, and the other workers 
in town ami country who supply them 
wit h what I hey need, find umploynieul 
through the judicious use of capital. This 
illustration could be multiplied a hundred 
fold. The thought fnl and intelligent 
reader can supply many for himself. Re- 
lluctioii will show him that capital is tin 
life's blood of industries of every kind; 
that without it the world would relapse 
into barbarism and that no one would suf- 
fer more than the workinginan from its 
destruction or its withdrawal from busi- 
ness enterprises, Vet there are men in 
the wot Id -some of' thoin in this commit 
nity— so stupid or so unscrupulous as to 
try to create an antagonism between capi- 
tal and labor. They are doing their best 
to make the working men believe that the 
capitalist is his enemy and to create ill- 
feeling and jealousy between the two 
classes. To talk of the capitalist living in 
idleness at. the expense of the working- 
man is the most mischievous drivel, Capi- 
talists are tu a class hard workers. If 
is by hard and constant work tlitil 
most of i Item gained their capital, anil 
they have to use nil their faculties ami 
.energies to keep it. When the working 
man is with a peaceful mind enjoying the 
rest that he has honestly earned the cap- 
italist is often wakuful and anxious, pain- 
fully considering how ho can keep in 
operation lite concerns and enterprises 
which enable him to give employment to, 
it may he, hundreds of workingnion, lie 
has a thousand cures, and is exposed to a 
thousand dangers that the unthinking 
inun never droama of. Changes in the 
markets, in the policy of his own country 
and in ils relations with other countries, 
which to |he ordinary citizen | are iiiihn- 
porlunt, may make his accumulations 



insecure or moan to him tltu loss of all he 
possesses. »Soiiie of the men who are try- 
ing to set capital against labor do not 
know what mischief they are doing. 
Others of them know very well, but for 
the sake of gain, or of popularity, or of 
gratifying their malice, they are ready to 
provoke a war of classes and to throw 
Boeiety into confusion. They are acting 
the part of the man w ho burned down 
his house that he might have a coal w ith 
which to light his pipe. There are no 
more dangerous members of the commun- 
ity than sentimental socialists and dis- 
guised anarchists. The teachings and 
exhortations of those who are endeavor- 
ing to set labor against capital, anil the 
employed against their employers, tire, if 
listened to and followed, as sure to lead 
to socialism and anarchy as that effect 
follows cause.

can alter the impression mode, A spirit 
of greed seems to be growing in our 
midst, the fostering of which means 
spiritual bankruptcy. Let us pull our- 
selves together as one man and root out 
this uvil, as there can he no-true, no real 
progress, if we neglect our duty towards 
the Creator who gives us all we have.

We were 
particulaily careful to say as little as pos- 
sible to the prejudice of the men impli- 
cated in the alleged defalcations. The 
article in yesterday's Time* is greatly more 
damaging to them t han anything that has 
appeared in our columns. Our contem- 
porary could not eat its dish of crow 
quietly and humbly. It must have its 
snarl at Tin: Colonist by way of consola- 
tion. 

THE value of Canada's catch of fish was 
last year $18,380,000. This was, in round 
numbers, $.'!00,000 less than il was the 
year before. As to value, codfish stood 
first on the list; the catch of that fish 
being worth $4,315,000; then come her- 
ring §2,443,000, next salmon, !?-_',<>07,000; 
lobsters. *1, 171, 000. Not more than 
8187,000 worth of oysters is .accounted 
for. The number of men engaged in thu 
fisheries of the Dominion is 59,933, and 
they earned, one with another, a little 
more than $300 a man. There were J, - 
HIS vesfels and tugs engaged in the fish- 
erics. Their tonnage was 44,489, and 
their value estimated at Si', 000,1)0(1. 
There were also - J.S,002 fishing boats, val- 
ued at 875,000. The value of the ves- 
sel's boats and gear is calculated to be $(',,, 
750,000. The product of the fisheries of 
Canada have greatly increased during the 
last twenty years. In 180!! the value of 
the season's catch was §4,370,000. Last, 
year, as we have seen, it was $18,380,- 
000., a pretty fair development mo.:t 
people will say. 

Tn E consumption of spirituous liquors 
and beer in Croat Britain for the four 
years succeeding 1883 showed a gratifying 
decrease. The temperance people rejoiced 
at this evidence of the growth of their 
principles, But the year ending March 
1888 shows a slight increase. This tuny 
he because times were getting better and 
the people had more money to spend, or 
that as this was the Jubilee year an extra 
quantity of strong waters was consumed 
in drinking the Queen's health.

The precise fig- 
ure was this year .701 of a gallon, lasl 
year il. was .70:.'. In Scotland, singularly 
enough, there were drunk 97,800 gallons 
of spirits less in the year 1887-88 than in 
1880-88. The increase was in England 
and Ireland, but chiefly in lingland where 
it was 2.07 pei 1 cent. The consumption 
of beer in the Old Country is simply enor- 
mous. The duty alone on the beer con- 
sumed amounted last year to §44,372^550. 
This is said to be the highest point to 
which the British beer duly ever reached.

- - STACK COVERS. ^ 

Ono of the moHt useful, but seldom 
Been, articles, upon farms is a stack cover. 
Many fanners nave not sulliciunt bam 
room for the proper storage of all the 
early gathered crop, a portion of which 
hits to be stacked outside. Often the 
stack cannot be completed upon the first 
day, and has to bo left unprotected from 
the weather. Or rain falls during the 
operation of forming the stack, ana the 
contents receive more or less damage. 
The value of the lost crop would, in most 
cases, be more than the cost of canvas 
covers. Frequently a load of hay or 
grain is put upon a wagon, but cannot be 
taken to a place of shelter before a shower 
of rain descends upon it. In such cases 
a stack cover would prove valuable: 
Again, a valuable binder or other imple- 
ment is at work ; bad weather sets in be- 
fore the machine can be removed to 
coves, the stack cover comes in very 
handy, and the implement, being kept 
free from alternate wetting and drying, 
will last so much the longer. The many 
instances v.lierin they would prove val- 
uable are too numerous for ns to here 
enumerate. Old ship's sails make splen- 
did stack covers, and where these cannot 
bo had, duck is a very good substitute. 
This can be purchased" at the leading dry 
goods stores at a very cheap rate. When 
m use, one of the main things is to see 
that there are no hollows where the 
water (ran lodge. A thin material, such 
as common factory cloth, will turn off a 
great deal of rain if kept well stretched, 
exactly on the same principle as an um- 
brella. Damp may penetrate, but if 
there arc no hollows the water will pour 
off. Alter use the covers should lie well 
dried in the sun, folded and put away in 
a convenient place for future and ready 
use. They will then last lor years, The 
size of the covers is entirely a matter of 
choice. Two of, say, live yards square 
will be found very convenient, and capa- 
ble of covering a tolerably large stack, 
and it will be found that two covers of 
moderate dimensions will be more con- 
venient to handle than a large one. 

| CONTAGIOUS DISEASES IN STABI.KS. 

When we consider for a moment the 
number of diseases of a contagious nature 
tn which horses are subject, and the care- 
less manner in which they are exposed 
to the same, it is astonishing that we do 
not have epidemics of this kind oftener 
with our horses. To fully appreciate the 
risk that is incurred, we need only visit 
the city or country towns on court days 
or Saturdays, and see the number of 
horses of all kinds and conditions that 
stand tied and almost touching each other 
to every available space about town, to 
say nothing of the numbers that are 
packed together in the public stables. 
The latter, as a rule, are much safer from 
coming in contact with disease then those 
Outside, for no sensible stable-man would 
admit, an animal inside of his stable that 
is affected with any kind of contagious 
disease if he knew it; bu! it often hap- 
pens that neither the owner of the horse 
nor the stable-man is aware of the disease 
until it is too late to remedy the evil. 
Contagious diseases of a most virulent 
character may be perpetuated for an in- 
definite length of time by feeding horses 
in stalls where the disease has existed. 
Of this kind we may mention glanders 
and .Spanish itch especially. Either of 
those most fatal disorders may he con- 
veyed to other horses by feeding inastall 
where horses suffering with them have 
been kept. To destroy the virus, take a 
pint of sulphuric acid ami put it in a 
bucket of water, and with an old mop 
wash all parts of the stall, especially the 
trough and manger, as well as the "sides 
of the stall. Then put a few pounds of 
stick sulphur in an old iron pot, and, 
stopping the stable as well as possible, 
burn it, so as to fumigate the stable 
thoroughly, takingduc precautions against 
tire, ft is a good plan to set the pot in H 
tub of water; then whitewash with lime 
and carbolic acid. Tins will protect them 
thoroughly. _^ 

j DO f LED WATER. 

According to the present popular 
theories, favored by many scientific in- 
vestigators, most diseases are due to in- 
sect or plant life — to bacteria, or micro- 
bes, or some organic growth, animal or 
vegetable, but so small as to escape ordi- 
nary observation, without the aid of 
powerful microscopes. These invisible 
substances pervade the atmosphere in in- 
conceivable numbers, and are found in 
all water exposed to the air. Heating 
water to the boiling point (21^ J ) destroys 
nearly all of these living organisms. 
Boiling kills mahu ial germs, and indeed 
all forms of disease-producing matter. 
Typhoid fever, so common and so fatal, 
is supposed to originate from germs car- 
ried in water and milk, in most cases at 
least ; and many other diseases are trans- 
ported in a similar manner. As boiling 
destroys all organic materials that are in- 
jurious, it is far safer to boil all water 
taken into the system, and the same of 
milk. No one ever knows but that a cow 
may be diseased, and this disease he car- 
ried in the milk to bo communicated to 
those consuming it. It is held bv some 
that the large mortality among children 
is in a considerable measure due to the 
fact that they consume much milk. 
Boiling milk makes it safe ; and if care- 
fully heated to 200 or 212 degrees, its 
quality is not injured, but improved, and 
the cream will rise nearly as well as if 
Uncooked, After water has been once 
boiled, if closely covered to protect it 
against the entrance from the atmosphere 
of bacteria, microbes, etc., it may be 
kept for days and week's.— *I J rairie 
Farmer. 

STUMPING EXcnAORDryAnv. 

The soil all over the farm is a rich 
loam, with clay subsoil, and, judging from 
the size of the stumps, which are ex- 
ceedingly close, the timber must have' 
been very largo. Although we saw some 
big stumps extracted, we must confess to 
being rather sceptical about the machine 
being able to draw out the very largest 
without digging. Having our eyes on a 
gigantic specimen, we hovered around 
the workers, expecting they would not 
tackle it. Mr. tiraham, upon hearing of 
our doubts, quietly told the ox driver to 
"gee around that big stump." In a few 
moments the large shear legs were as- 
tride it, the second largest he ft was put 
on the lever, and all stood clear. Wo ex- 
pected to hear ".something go," and we 
did. The ponderous wheels of the ma- 
chine sank down to the axles in the 
earth. The horses went at n mad pace, 
the driver being scarcely able to keep on 
his feet, they pulled so; the lever 
groaned. Bang, hung, went something 
under ground, and up came the founda- 
tion of what bad once been a monarch of 
the forest, and along with it about twenty 
feet of the surrounding earth, leaving a 
cavity some eight feet deep. To do all 
this occupied but nine minutes from the 
time of leaving the last stump. In an- 
other twenty minutes the stump was 
lying bare on top of the ground. — Rural 
Canadian,

Supplementary to tho great alioeinnk- 
lng business is the rubber Industry, for 
which Boston Is the great, centre in this 
country. Forty million dollars ' wort h of 
rubber slices and boots are sold iu tile 
modern Athens annually. 

The raw- material comes from !'a .-. 
Brnz.'., in large lumps which the shitivi < 
make liy dipping sticks in t.lie sap of Li" 
c».iutclionc i rcc ami t urning t hem rutin i 
and round with friijueiit plunges iu.o 
till) heated rubber over it hot lire. 

Those lumps, upon reticlrliig Lite facto' \ 
are cut in slices, which .ire rim Ihroii i 
rollers and pressed out thin and Hat like 
pancakes. The sheets thus obtained inn 
next put through other roller.-, heated to 
a high temperature and incidentally 
amalgamated with a composition 01 
lampblack, sulphur and litharge, wlii ;i 
reduces them toilBott and putty-likoeuii- 
sisf-ncy. 

Finally, In this soft condition, they tiro 
passed over steel rollers bigger than anv 
that have gone before, and iictunlly in- 
corporated with the tissue of a woollen 
cloth which is destined to serve as tholhi- 
ingof the cvi'iit I ul boot or shoe, 

If you will try to puil apart the liniir: 
and outer coat o'f a rubber sandal yon will 
obtain a notion of the thoroughness with 
which tl. jpai't of the manufacture is 
performed. 

The rubber sheets thus prepared arc 
passed through a last set of rollers on 
which are engraved all the initrkiui/s mid 
corrugations of the sole and upper thai 
appear in the completed an icle. 

The rubber sheets are now ready for 
the culler, who turns out the vari ms 
piece's by hllild', with the c.id i ;' a l.niin 
ami patterns. The parts are then pul to- 
gether by other workmen with niiib r 
tape.

lltt.T Clerk BouiniOU Released on $5,000 Bail 
—Further Hearing' of the (luxe Post- 
poned Until Wednesday, 

At 11:30 yesterday morning a prelimin- 
ary hearing of the charge of embezzlement 
preferred by Police Sergeant Henry W. 
Sheppard against Mr. .James D. Robin- 
son, City Clerk, was granted before Police 
Magistrate Richards. 

The court room contained a larger per- 
centage of citizens than usual, their pres- 
ence testifying to the keen interest which 
the public feel in the startling disclosures 
of municipal uiisgoverumeut which have 
recently been made, and the subsequent 
developments. 

Mr. Theodore Davie, Q.C., appeared 
for the prosecution, and after the infor- 
mation had been read dwelt briefly upon 
the serious nature of the charge made 
against the city clerk. 

Sergeant Shoppard was called to the 
stand and testified to having laid the in- 
formation upon which Mr. Robinson was 
arrested. 

The city clerk was represented by his 
legal adviser, Mr. ALUs, who, a plea of 
" not guilty" having been entered, 
expressed himself as fully satisfied 
that his cliont would bo able 
to convince the court of the falsity of 
the charge laid against him. He asked 
for a remand of a few days and the release 
of Mr. Robinson, on hail, until such time 
as the court might sot for the further 
consideration of the ease. 

The request was granted and the city 
clerk was released, bail being tixed at 
§5,000 and two sureties of $2,500 each, 
Messrs. Thomas Eurle and Frederick 
Fell boing accepted as sureties.. 

The further hearing of the ease is set 
for Wednesday morning, the 3rd prox., 
at 11 o'clock.

St. John's Church is to-day a veritable 
bower of beauty. The fragrance of thou- 
sands of choice flowers rises like incense 
to tho throne of the Most High, while the 
church is brilliant with the myriad hues 
of flowers and foliage and fruit. 

( )n entering the handsome edilice the first 
object, which claims the attention and im- 
mediate admiral ion of the worshippers is 
the font, literally covered with the tributes 
of the soil. Draped and festoouetl with 
foilage, in which the graceful ivy is most 
conspicuous, t he charm is completed by 
tho immense bunches of grapes, and the 
larger fruits which are nowhere produced 
of better quality or si/.s than in our west- 
ern province, and w hich play a prominent 
part in the entire decoration of the 
church. The chandeliers and aisles bear 
further eviilunco to tho refined and artis- 
tic taste of the ladies whose efforts in 
adorning the church fur the services to- 
day, have been almost im essant during 
the past few days.
